Closing 


Like so many other Elba natives, the first thing | used 
to think of when | heard the word “flood” was Noah and 
his ark. | remembered the story of the “twosies’’ of 
animals and the songs we learned in Bible school. It 
always seemed like exactly what it was — a story. It 
never included the part about losing every belonging you 
ever had. It never mentioned Grandmother's wedding 
dress floating away or those precious baby pictures Dad- 
dy couldn't wait to embarrass his little girl with one day. 
It also never told how to explain to a toddler where her 
babies would sleep now. 

On March 17, 1990, the story of Noah's ark took on a 
new meaning to thousands of people. The rain came in 
forty-eight short hours; then came the waiting. Everyone 
knew the town was completely inundated, but the dam- 
age was still not known. Many of us did not remember 
very well the floods of 1929 or even 1975. Perhaps, many 
had the naive thought that the mud would wash off and 
life would go back to normal. With nothing to base the 
extent of damage that several feet of muddy river water 
would do, the town, along with much of the rest of the 
world, waited. 

Finally, the water went down and merchants and resi- 
dents were allowed to return. For some, the last view had 
been looking back from a tractor at 3 in the morning. 
Some never heard the signal and escaped, just barely, 
when the water filled their houses. Video tape even shows 
one man hanging on for dear life to a telephone pole, 
while the water steadily rose. 

As the shock began to wear off, we began to realize 
that, in many ways, nothing would ever be the same. For 
the numerous television reporters, cameramen, and 
crews, that swamped the town, the damage was unbeliev- 
able. Yet, they truly had no way of understanding the 
devastation, not only to material goods and buildings, but 
to peoples’ life long memories. It still seems that every 
time a group of people talk about “‘old times”, something 
that either floated away or was totally ruined comes up. 
We talk about the first time we got in trouble — in a 
building where no child will ever be scolded again. We 
remember story hour at the public library — and then 
recall that both buildings that housed that facility are 
destroyed. We talk about painting lessons at Mrs. Col- 
lier’s studio. And painfully, we remember years of Sun- 
day School, Mission Friends, and ‘Big Church”’. 

No, in many ways, things will never be the same. As 
the old saying goes, you can never go back. So we must 
hold on to the memories of the old Elba and be glad that 
we were fortunate enough to grow up in a town as un- 
complicated and charming as ours. We realize that only 
the facade of Elba is gone. Nothing could ever destroy 
our memories or the spirit of our town. It will remain, no 
matter how many mobile homes and temporary build- 
ings. Though we do know this, it becomes hard to re- 
member when we ride by the places of our childhood. We 
now say the “Old School’, as compared with our new 
school, the National Guard Armory. The Armory may not 
seem like much, but, thank God, we have it. 

It has become hard to remember the layout of the 
school, exactly where our lockers were and where we sat 
at recess. We refer to the passage of time as “before the 
flood"’ and “‘after the flood”’. We look at pictures and feel 
a yearning for the old building. The same place where we 
attended proms, pep rallies, basketball games, and en- 
dured many hours of physical education. The sight of the 
acceptance of the 1989 State Championship trophy is 
now just a shamble of bowed floors. The stability of the 
stadium, where we watched so many homecoming coro- 
nations, 4-H rallies, and football games, is being ques- 
tioned for graduation. And then we recall the classrooms 
where we grumbled and complained about boring class- 
es. We couldn't wait to get out, but who would have 
believed it would be this way? 

For years, every student talks about his Senior year — 
what I'll do and how I'll do it. The class of 1990 was no 
exception. We talked about what we would do and how 
we would “rule the school’. We looked forward to the 
Senior tradition of sitting together as a class at assem- 
blies. This never happened, as we were never able to 
leave the parking lot — sight of many fights, friendships, 
and memories - for the very last time, to return again only 
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as an alumnus. 

Now we return only to look at the disaster area that has 
already become vague in our minds. We have com- 
plained and grudginigly endured our Senior year. It didn't 
happen exactly as we envisioned, but still we hold the 
diploma that represents the same thing, no matter where 
it was received. Though the composition books, full of 
notes taken only days before the flood; the papers, writ- 
ten, but now only memories; and the textbooks, that once 
seemed such a chore to lug around; are all gone, we still 
hold the most important parts of each school. 

The thirteen years, numerous classrooms, three lunch- 
rooms, two playgrounds, gym, stadium, and auditorium

are exactly as they were on March 15, 1990, in our 
memories. The way they looked as we excitedly 
left for AEA should be the way they remain forev- 
er. These images should be pulled from our minds 
often, to review and keep in good shape, so that 
one day we will be able and proud to say, “Yes, 
the new school is very nice, but let me tell you 
about the way things were before the flood ... " 
Be proud that we were allowed the time we had to 
make memories and friends that last forever. Be| 
proud that you attended Elba High, the old school, 
before the flood.
